FOR SALE OF MUSIC TO NBC 


Affiliated Stations Must Vote for 
Agreement Before It Be- 
comes Operative. 

ANEW YORK, Aug. 1 (AP).—The 
board of directors of the Ameri- 
can Society of Composers, Authors 
and Publishers announced today 
approval of a contract with the 
National Broadcasting Co. under 
which ASCAP’s music will return 
to NBC networks for the first time 

since Jan. 1. 

Before the agreement becomes 
effective, ASCAP said, NBC’s af- 
filiated stations must approve the 
contract’s terms. Under: it, NBC 
would pay 2% per cent of receipts 
from the sale of network time for 
the use of ASCAP music, and af- 
filiated stations would pay 2% per 
cent for using the music on local 
broadcasts.

Statement to Mitchell. 


On July 11,

War Department Deadline 
for Bill Extending Serv- 
ice Passes With Debate 
Still Going On. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 1 (AP).— 
Senator Hill (Dem.), Alabama, said 
today that sponsors had agreed to 
compromise army service extension 
legislation to provide a maximum 
of two and one-half years of serv- 
ice for citizen soldiers. 

Hill told reporters that propon- 
ents were attempting to work out 
an amendment which would limit 
to 18 months the additional service 
that any selectee, National Guards- 


man, reserve or regular enlisted 
men might be called on to under- 
go 


This 18-month extension, he said, 
would be in addition to the 12 
months that selectees, guardsmen 
ano reservists now are required to 
serve. 


Regular Army Terms. 


Some regular army enlisted men 
are serving one-year enlistments 
and others three-year periods. The 
same 18-months extension would 
apply to them, Hill said. 

The Alabaman emphasized that 
the additional 18 months was the 
maximum of active duty to which 
any individual would be subjected, 
pointing out that many might be 
released long before that period 
was up as new personnel came 
into the yanks to replace’ them. 

“We are trying to work out a 
formula that will preserve. the 
principles of the legislation and 
still be acceptable-to the War De- 
partment,” he told reporters. 

Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, who 
has proposed that a maximum of 
18 months be fixéd on the service 
required from selectees, said he 
did not believe the administration 
compromise would be acceptable 
to opponents of the bill. 

“I think we might be willing to 
accept a maximum of 20 months, 
but to say that these men will be 
liable for a total of two and one- 
half years’ service is not much of 
a compromise,” Taft added,

Army to Train Falcons to Attack 
Enemy Parachutists and Pigeons 


FORT MONMOUTH, N. J., Aug. 
1 (AP).—Falcons are on the way 
to the Army’s Signal Corps head- 
quarters for a tryout as a weapon 
against carrier pigeons and para- 
chute troops. 

Officers emphasized that experi- 
ments with the sharp-eyed, sharp-. 
taloned birds still are in the con- 
templated stage, but soldiers have 
been assigned for training as fal- 
coners and the first batch of 
feathered selectees is due Tues 
day from California. 

Lieut. Thomas MacClure, who 
comes from a long line of Scot- 
tish falconers, has been assigned 
to direct the experiment. 

“IT know I can bring them down,” 
Lieut. MacClure said today as he 
explained the anti-parachutist 
plans. Details are secret but cir- 
cular knives will be strapped to 
the chests of the birds so that they 
can rip descending parachutes and 


cause them to collapse in mid-air. 
Falcons, among the fastest birds 


in the world, can dive at 300 miles 
an pone They attack by rolling 
over their backs and slashing 
out = their feet. 

The main object of these experi- 
ments, Lieut. MacClure pointed 
out, is to attack pigeons released 
by opposition forces. 

The species chosen for the ex- 
periments is the peregrine falcon, 
native throughout the country. 
Most of the untamed fighters are 
to be caught in the heart of the 
nation’s biggest city. Within a few 
days Lieut. MacClure will swing 
out by rope from atop some of 
New York’s tallest buildings to set 
his traps, made of net and baited 
with live pigeons, on likely ledges. 

Between 200 and 300 birds are to 
be used and the men will be 
trained to handle a. dozen birds at 
a time. The falcons, which stand 
about t feet high and have an 
average wing spread of 44 inches,

Escaped From Internment, 

Ray Colcord Jr., British-Ameri- 
can ambulance driver and survivor 
of the sunken Egyptian liner Zam- 
zam, who escaped from internment 
in occupied France, said he and 
another American ambulance driv- 
er, Donald King, “walked out the 


front door of our hotel July 8 and 
escaped into the darkness.

“We hid in chicken houses, 
along creeks, under railroad 
bridges, and even a full moon em- 
barrassed us. 

“We slept in the woods that 
night, and the next day made it 
to the frontier.

Colcord said that in Switzerland 
they were jailed for six days. 

“Finally, after depositions and 
questions galore, we were taken 
to Bern where the fact was estab- 
lished that we were Americans. 
“Then we were taken to the Amer- 
ican Consulate.”

OF LABOR UNIONS 
URGED IN HOUSE 


Vinson of. Georgia Points 
to Increase in Holdings 
of 150 Groups—Total 
Placed at $42,371,000. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 1 (AP).— 
Taxation of the assets of labor 
unions, exempt under existing 


laws, was proposed by Representa- 
tive Vinson (Dem.), Georgia, today 
as the House began the third day 
of debate on the $3,529,200,000 tax 
increase bill. 

Under a prior agreement, fina! 
action on the bill will go over until 
Monday. 

Directing. his remarks specifi- 
cally to members of the Ways and 
Means Committee, Vinson asserted 
that 150 large AFL and CIO unions 
had assets of $42,371,199 on April 
1, 1941. 

He said this represented an in- 
crease of $4,030,687 over assets held 
by those unions on Oct. 1, 1939, 
when the émergency began, and 
that the increase of 11 per cent 
in their income was “due entirely 
to the national emergency.” 

Vinson, who is chairman of the 
House Naval Committee, said he 
based his remarks on a question- 


‘naire sent out by that committee. 


Replies came from 105 AFL and 
45 CIO unions. 

“With the country sorely pressed 
for revenue in the emergency,” he 
declared, “why shouldn’t these 
labor organizations pay their share 
of the tax burden?”

Missouri Democrat Tells 
House Measure as Drawn

WASHINGTON, Aug. 1 (AP).— 
Administration legislation to con- 
trol prices was reported today to 
have been stalled. again by a 
controversy over whether it 
should include restrictions on in- 
stallment buying. 

Senator Glass (Dem.), Virginia, 
who will introduce the measure in 
the Sénate, told reporters it was 
doubtful that the bill, scheduled 
for introduction yesterday, could 
be introduced today. Glass  de- 


clined to disclose any provisions 


of the measure. 

While legislative and adminis- 
trative officials wrestled with 
the measure, Kepresentative Can- 
non (Dem.), Missouri, told the 
House that one draft of the meas- 
ure was “inequitable, ineffective, 
unjustifiable, and unworkable.” 

Applause rang out from the Re- 
publican side when another Dem- 
ocrat, Rankin of Mississippi, said 
the “very suggestion” of price 
controls caused cotton to drop $5 
a bale. 

Members of the Senate Agricul- 
ture Committee discussed informal- 
ly methods of safeguarding farm- 
ers’ interests in any price-fixing 
program and directed Chairman 
Smith (Dem.), South Carolina, to 
request an expression of opinion 
on price-fixing from the. commis- 
sioner of agriculture in every state. 

One well-informed member of 
Congress said the legislation 
would take the fiscal year ended 
last June 30 as an average period 
on which to base price ceilings. 

This spokesman declared that 
prices would not be rigidly frozen 
to levels of that period, however, 
saying that the President would 
be granted authority to make ad- 
justments in the price averages 
for the périod to compensate for 
market fluctuations and specula- 
tion. 

The legislatiog also would set up 
a special three-man appeals court 
to be appointed by the Chief Jus- 
tice from among the nation’s Dis- 
trict and Circuit judges. Persons 
affected by price-fixing regula- 
tions could appeal to the court in 
a designated period after the reg- 
ulations had been issued. 

Fines and jail sentences would 
be provided for those convicted of 
violating the price-fixing rules, it 
was said. 

Under the measure, it’ was re- 
ported, thé President would report 
to Congress every 90 days on op- 
eration of the price control system. 
The system would remain in op- 
eration until suspended by the 
President or Congress.

Maine Senator Offers Bill Revising 
Communications Act.

\Ex-Operator of Marriage 


Mill Asserts Money Was 
Used Against Venereal 
Tests Measure. 


George R. Hart, who operated a 
marriage mill in St. Louis County 
until he retired last year under 
persistent legal attacks, told a 
Post-Dispatch feporter today that 
he had spent $2000 in 1939 to fight 
a bill in the Missouri Legislature 
which would have required appli- 
cants for marriage licenses to take 
a test showing freedom from 
venereal disease. 

He asserted he. had learned from 
Justices of the Peace and Record- 
ers of eDeds in other parts of 
Missouri, many of whom also were 
fighting the bill because they felt 
it would have \reduced ‘their fees, 
that a total of $20,000 was spent 
to beat the bill. 

A similar measure was defeated 
at the recent session of the Leg- 
islature. 

For “Wining and Dining.” 

Hart said he gave $1500 of the 
money he spent to a former St. 
Louis County official and to a 
relative of a St. Louis officehold- 
er, who took the money to Jef- 
ferson City to “wine and dine” 
the legislators. The’ remaining 
$500, he said, was given to a St. 
Louis city employe, who used it, 
Hart said, to entertain legislators 
when they came to St. Louis on 
week ends. 

Hart named the three men to 
whom he said he gave the money. 
The former county Official has 


'moved from the county and could 


be reached. The relative of the 
St. Louis officeholder denied that 
he received any money from Hart 
or that he went to Jefferson City 
at Hart’s behest. The St. Louis 
city official named by Hart has 
since died. 

All three men, Hart said, had 
been given instructions by him 
that none of the monew was to be 
used as a bribe. “But while the 
legislators were on a $1l-a-day sal- 
ary,” Hart added, “there was ter- 
rific pressure*on us for more 
money. They always held out the 
threat that the bill: would pass.” 

Hired as Lobbyists. | 

The city employe, Hart said, had 
sent the relative of the city office- 
holder to him to ask if he would 
not be interested in fighting the 
bill. Hart said he would be and 
arranged to hire the relative and 
the former county official as his 
lobbyistg in Jefferson City. He 
gave them, money on three occa- 
sions, he said, amounting in all to 
$1500, 

Hart said he entered the $2000 


in his books as expenses for “ad- 


vertising purposes” and attempted 
to deduct that amount from his 
Federal income tax return for 
1939. The claim was disallowed, 
he said, when: he was forced to 
explain to the Internal Revenue 
Department how the money had 
been spent. 

Asked if he would tell his story 
t oany grand jury which might 
want to hear it, Hart said he did 
not think so. “I got my results,” 
he said, “the bill was defeated. 
That’s all I wanted.” 

Hart now runs a mechanical 
trades school in his former mar- 
riage mill.

Peruvian Deal Falls Through. 


Peru revoked the contract on 
the allegation that no work was 
being done on a promised 700-mile 
railroad, then announced in 1930 
the concession had been awarded 
to “a group of American invest- 
ors headed by W. R. Davis,” who 
went to Lima for the negotiations. 

The area was thought to be rich 
in oil, but the planned develop- 
ment never was carried through, 
perhaps because of a border dis- 
pute involving Ecuador, Peru 
and Colombia. The last two na- 
tions actually engaged in hostili- 
ties during the controversy in 1932, 

When Mexico expropriated for- 
eign oil properties in 1938, Davis 
appeared in Mexico. He said that 
he had been negotiating for the 
purchase of $2,500,000 worth of 
Mexican oil before the expropria- 
tions decree was issued and that 
he was ready to take all of Mexi- 
co’s excess oil off the republic’s 
hands. 
$10,000,000 Contract With Mexico. 


Davis announced in April, 1938, 
his companies owned 17 tankers 
and had 10-more under contract 
available to ship oil to Europe. In 
July, the Mexican Government 
contracted to sell $10,000,000 worth 
of oil to Davis & Co. 

Then, in December, it was re- 
ported Davis had arranged a bar- 
ter deal with Germany by which 
the Reich was to receive $17,000,- 
000 worth of oil in exchange for 
German manufactured goods, espe- 
cially iron pipe with which to con-

Post-Dispatch Disclosed Secret 
$175,000 Gift to Democrats. 


The Post-Dispatch, on April 7, 
1940, disclosed that Davis had 
made a secret contribution of $175,- 
000 or more to the Democratic 
party in the national campaign of 
1936. At that time Davis was in- 
terested in futhering a plan for 
world trade involving Germany, 
Mexico and the United States. He 
had asserted he had obtained Pres- 
ident Roosevelt’s approval for his 
trade plan at a conversation in the 
White House in May of 1936. After 
Roosevelt was re-elected. in 1936, 
Davis’ efforts to carry out his am- 
bitious plans for world trade were 
unsuccessful and he became in- 
volved in a bitter warfare with the 
major oil companies over enor- 
mously rich oil reservations in 
Mexico. Nothing came of the 
“promises” which -Roosevelt made 
to him, Davis asserted. 

Davis had an almost Messianic 
view of the function of interna- 
tional trade in the present mecha- 
nized world. For hours he could 
talk about his theories with a 
quick, nervous brilliance, not omit- 
ting to mention his own contribu- 
tion toward ending the dilemma 
of the have and have-not nations. 

The drama of his life had been 
laid in the oil camps of Tampico, 
in London counting houses, in the 
draughty corridors of a half-dozen 
Foreign Offices, in the long riga- 
marole of the courts, on de luxe 
liners and chartcred airplanes, and 
always his goal had been oil. From 
one skirmish after another with 
the powerful enemies he had made, 
this remarkable man emerged with 
his head bloody but unbowed. 


GOVERNOR SINS

JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 1-—- 
Bills providing for secrecy of the 
ballot in Missouri and for estab- 
lishment of a Missouri Real Estate 
Commission to regulate the real 
estate business, were signed late 
yesterday by Gov. Donnell in the 
presence of: delegations interested 
in the two measures. 

The two acts will go into effect 
on Oct. 10, 90 days after adjourn- 
ment of the Legislature which 
passed them. 

The secret ballot measure is de- 
signed to prevent examination of 
ballots to determine how individ- 
uals. voted. It requires that a black 
sticker, with gummed edges, be 
placed over the identifying serial 
number on a ballot, in the pres- 
ence of the voter and before the 
ballot is placed in the. ballot box. 
These stickers may be legally re- 
moved only for grand jury inves- 
tigations, election contests or trial 
of cases in which election law vio- 
lations are involved. 

Included in the delegation which 
witnessed approval of the secret 
ballot bill were Mrs. Donnell, wife 
of the Governor, several members 
of the League of Women Voters 
and the three House members who 
sponsored the bill, Randall R. Kitt 
of Chillicothe, William Barton of 
Jonesburg and Charles L. Madison 
of Kansas City, all Republicans.

Committee Recommenda- 
tion Would Cut Differen- 
tial Between Elementary 
and High Teachers. 


Reduction of the difference be- 
tween the maximum salaries of 
punblic elementary and high school 
teachers by giving the former 
more pay is recommended in a 
report issued today by a salary 
study committee composed of prin- 
cipals, teachers and a member of 
the school administrative depart- 


ment. 

Members of the committee were 
elected by the various teachers’ 
organizations. After getting the 
opinion of the entire teaching 
corps, the committee will make 
recommendations in September to 
Superintendent of Instruction Ho- 
mer W. Anderson for action by 
him and the Board of Education. 

Stating that there is an unjusti- 
fiable discrimination against ele- 
mentary teachers, the report points 
out that only four cities of 80 
studied, with more than 100,000 
population, have a greater differ- 

St 


$3200 a year. Teachers with extra 
duties and responsibilities may go 
up to $3600. 

The present maximums of $4000 
@r high school teachers and $5000 
for those in teacher colleges should 
be retained, the report states, but 
only those taking on extra work 
would be. eligible for the higher- 
salary brackets. 

Emphasis on educational prepa- 
ration is stressed. The maximum 


salary for elementary school teach- 
_ers with bachelor of arts degrees 
would be $2700, but for those with 
master of arts degrees would be 
$3000. Teachers with six years or 
more of higher educationa] train- 
ing would receive annual incre- 
ments until their salary reaches 
$3200. 


Corresponding levels of salaries, 
varying according to educational 
training, have been set up for high 
school and teachers’ 
structors. 

“Less than 60 per cent of the 
teaching staff possesses any col- 
lege degree,” it is stated in. the 
report. The committee fixed a 
maximum salary of $2000 for 
‘teachers without a college degree, 
with the stipulation that those 50 
_years old or more should not be 
affected. Those below 50 would 
‘be allowed six years to obtain a 
‘degree; otherwise their salaries 
_ would be reduced at the rate of 
$100 a year to $2000. 
| Also recommended was abolition 
of the rank system, under which 
| teachers are listed as head assist- 
ant, first assistant, second assist- 
ant or third assistant. Originat- 
ing in the old monitorial schools 
of the early nineteenth century, in 
which masters were assisted by 
older pupils, who, in turn, had 
pupil assistance of lower rank, the 
rank system is “a relic of an edu- 
cational program long since aban- 
'doned,” the committee said. 

Under the new plan, salary in- 
crements would be larger for the 
first few years after the teacher 
begins work and decreased later. 
The present scnedule, operating in 
the opposite minner, “provides for 
the largest increments when they 
are needed less,” it is stated. 

George R. Johnson, director of 
personnel, said the new schedule 
was not expected to involve more 
cost than the present one and 
might even cost $35,000 less per 
year.

— The 
British Broadcasting Corporation 
said today a German language 
broadcast, to which Nazi Foreign 
Minister Joachim von Ribbentrop 
has been invited to listen, is set 
for Saturday at 8 p. m., German 
time (noon, St. Louis time). 

The broadcast is to be one of a 
series directed toward individual 
German leaders, the BBC said. It 
will move on a medium wave to 
Germany and only persons with 
extraordinarily powerful radios will' 
be able to hear it in the United 
States, it was said. 

In announcing the broadcast last 
night, the BBC said without ex- 
planation: “It will surely interest 
you, Herr Reichsminister.”

The notes will bear the name of 
the purchaser and will not be 
transferable to or saleable to any- 
one but the Treasury. Technically, 
they will be treated as part of the 
public debt until redeemed for 
either taxes or cash. They will be 
subject to all Federal taxes and 
also State and local estate, gift or 
excise taxes, but not state or local 
income or property taxes. 

Types of Notes Described. 

The new notes will be of two 
types. 

The “A” series for small taxpay- 
ers will be sold in units of $25, 
$50 and $100, and will bear 16 cents 
interest for every $100 for every 
month from the time purchased 
until turned in for taxes. The limit 
on the sale of these will be $1200 
per year per customer. The in- 
terest equals 1.92 per cent. 

Bigge taxpayers can buy “B” 
notes in denominations of $100, 
$500, $1000, $10,000 or $100,000. The 
interest on these will be 4 cents 
per $100 per month. This is the 
equivalent of .48 per cent interest. 

To enable uniform redemption 
values on the notes, they will be 
sold at face value durng August, 
and in following months at face 
value plus the accumulated in- 
terest. 


1,375,000 IDLE MAN-DAYS 
IN JUNE DUE TO STRIKES 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 1 (AP).— 
Strikes in June caused 1,375,000 
man-days of idleness throughout 
the country, a preliminary report 
to Secretary of Labor Perkins in- 
dicated today. This was a 39 per 
cent reduction compared with May. 

A total of 385 new strikes began 
in June, against 500 started in 
May, and involved 181,000 fewer 
workers, the report stated.

L. Ickes informed Mayor William 
Dee Becker in a letter yesterday 
that no part of the $8,442,000 avail- 
able for development of the Jeffer- 
son National Expansion Memorial 
on the riverfront can be used for 
the removal of the elevated tracks 
on the levee. At the same time, 
Representative Walter C. Ploeser 
of St. Louis, in a long-distance call 
to the Mayor, informed him that 
Ickes had rejected the city’s argu- 
ments that $417,000 in Federal 
funds and $140,000 in city funds 
be used fcr removing the tracks. 


The $417,000, representing an un- 
expended balance of the Govern-

vided that expenditures must, be 
obligated by July 1, 1937, and spent 
by July 1, 1939.

Spotts, superintendent of the mem- 
orial for the National Park Serv- 
ice, would aid in drawing up the 
application for the grant. 

The Mayor said he would con- 
‘sult with Spotts and WPA offi- 
cials here preparatory to applying 
for such a grant. He was unable 
to estimate the amount needed 
from the Government, since the 
apportionment between the city 
and the Terminal has not been 
determined. 

While the city and the Terminal 
Railroad Association had counted 
on Federal funds to defray a part 
of the expense of removing the 


‘| tracks, they had not been informed 


definitely what Federal agency

Red Salient in South. 

On the far southern front, DNB 
admitted that Red army forces 
‘temporarily drove a wedge between 
Ger:nan and Rumanian tzoops, but 
it said attempts to widen the gap 
into a break-through “collapsed 
with bloody Bolshevi« losses.” 

German and Rumznian | forces, 
supported by Rumaniar artillery 
counter-attacked, the agency said, 
asserting t an entire Soviet di- 
vision was destroyed. 

This was said to have occurred 
in the sector where the Germans 
reported a crossing of the Lower 
Dniester River. 

Germans were stirred by other 
war reports to hope that their 
armies soon might be hammering 
at the gates of Leningrad. 

The high command, however, de- 
voted only two sentences to the 
war with Russia: 

. “Battles on the East front con- 
tinue to develop in our favor. 

“Warplanes last night bombard- 
ed military objectives in Moscow.” 

Forcing of Lower Dniester. 

DNB quoted “responsible mill- 
tary quarters” as saying that Ger- 
man troops hdd forced a passage 
across the lower reaches of the 
Dniester River, that is, near its 
mouth at Cetatea-Alba, Bessarabia. 

“The Bolshevist forces had to 
leave the trains and accept battle,” 
DNB added. “In stubborn hand- 
to-hand fighting Soviet units were 
completely wiped out, with great 
bloody losses.” 

A German advance across the 
lower Dniester menaces Russia’s 
great Black Sea port of Odessa, 
only 30 miles from Cetatea-Alba, 
which the Germans reported Tues- 
day had fallen to a Rumanian-Ger- 
man force. 

DNB said that German artillery 
had sunk two Russian transports 


on the Dnieper River. 


Drive on Leningrad. 

From the Baltic front the agency 
vasserted that Russian forces still 
in Estonia had been thrown back 
farther north, on the path to Len- 
ingrad. Here the Russians were 
said to have made weak attempts 
to lessen the German pressure by 
counterattacks made “with the 
aid of remnants of their air force.” 
All these attacks foundered, DNB 
said. 

In this northern sector the Rus- 
sians left many dead and 13 tanks 
when they were thrown back, it 
reported, after attacking a German 
bridgehead. 

The impression that things are 
moving to suit the high command 
in the Leningrad sector was bol- 
stered by an announcement by 
DNB that a Russian regiment had 
been wiped out on the narrow 
strip of land between Lake Peipus 
and the Baltic while guarding that 
approach to the. city. 

Nazi editors, commenting on 
Rusisian and British assertions 
that the German offensive had 
bogged down, adopted a “wait and 
see!” attitude. 


REDS CLAIM SUCCESS 
IN SMOLENSK AREA 


MOSCOW, Aug. 1 (AP).— The 
battle of Smolensk entered its sev- 
enteenth day today with the Rus- 
sians apparently taking the initia- 
tive and forcing back the Germans 
at some points in the area, gateway 
to Moscow. 

A Russian communique said 
“specially stubborn fighting devel- 
oped inthe Smolensk direction, 
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where our troops by counter- 
attacks threw back the enemy 
with heavy losses. pe. 
“We captured prisoners and 
booty. Our air force, co-operating 
with land troops, dealt blows to 
oe mechanized units and infan- 


The Russians asserted that 
Smolensk — which the Germans 
claimed they captured July 16— 
was still in‘the defenders’ hands. 
After fighting off 42 German at- 
tacks in two weeks the Russians 
took the initiative, they declared. 

This afternoon's * communique 
said sharp fighting continued 
throughout the night in the Smio- 
lensk sector and said other battles 
were raging in the zones of Zhito- 
mir, west of Kiev, and Novorzhev, 
200 miles south of Leningrad. | 

It made no mention, however, of 
action at Porkhov, 50 miles north 
of Novorzhev, where fighting had 
been reported yesterday. 


Destroyer Sunk, 

In addition to smashing at Ger- 
man ground forces and communi- 
cations, the Red air force was re- 
ported to have sunk a destroyer in 
the Baltic and severely damaged 
two other ships. 

The communique failed to say 
whether the vessels were German 
or Finnish. 

Earlier, the Russians. said a 
flight of dive bombers attacked 
two German patrol ships in the 
Baltic and shot down 15 German 
planes to ecight Soviet losses. 
Twelve other Nazi planes were re- 
ported destroyed on airdromes. 

German planes made their eighth 
foray in 11 nights against Moscow 
and, as on previous nights, Rus- 
sians said, they were forced back. 
A few planes reached:the city and 
dropped a small number of incen- 
diaries which started several small 
fires, ’ . 

On the basis of reports of gen- 
eral successes, Russian informants 
began to speak of the war as de- 
veloping into a campaign of attri- 
tion which they predicted would 
break the strength of the invading 
Nazis. 

Russian “Surprises.” 

Soviet authorities said the front 
still was not stabilized in the World 
War sense of trench warfare since 
the Reichswehr offensive was 
checked, and the Red army 
launched its stiff counterthrusts, 

“We have a few forms of war- 
fare that frequently are surprising 
to the Germans,” they said. 

Guerrilla bands also are doing 
devastating work behind the Nazi 
lines, it was said. On the Ukrain- 
ian front, Marshal Semeon Bud- 
yenny, civil war cavalry hero, ap- 
pealed to ali men and women in 
the Ukraine able to bear arms to 
help the guerrillas. 

The appeal addressed to “men 
and women citizens of districts cap- 
tured by the German Fascists,” 
said: 

“Crush the hated German troops. 
Destroy the Fascists like mad 
dogs.” 

There followed specific instruc- 
tions to “derail trains, undermine 
communications, blow up depots, 
leave not one gram of bread for 
the enemy, harvest only what you 
meed yourself for the very near 
future, and destroy the rest.” 


ICKES READY TO USE MORE 
DRASTIC CURBS ON OIL TRADE 


He Will Employ Them if Partial 
6 Closing of Eastern Filling Sta- 
tions Is Not Enough. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 1 (AP).— 
Despite predictions that the night- 
ly closing of service stations in 
Atlantic Seaboard States would 
cause unemployment, Secretary of 
the Interior Ickes and the oil in- 
dustry made plans today to apply 
the curfew next Sunday, with more 
drastic action to conserve motor 
fuel indicated should this black- 
out fail. 

Oil men accepted the proclama- 
tion closing 100,000 gasoline sta- 
tions from 7 p. m. to 7 a, m., seven 
days’a week, as showing Ickes’ 
determination to meet the predict- 
ed fuel shortage in the East, even 
to the extent of adopting ration- 
ing, if necessary. 

Louis Kimmel, manager of the 
Gasoline Merchants of Brooklyn 
and Queensborough, New York, es- 
timated that the night shutdowns 
would cost 100,000 men their jobs— 
10,000 in Metropolitan New York 
alone. He thought the curfew 
could not be made fully effective 
without a Governmet order.

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NORWAY UNREST 
REPORTED 10 BE 
WORRYING NAZIS 


Germans Clearing Whole 
Districts of Families to 
Prepare for British In- 
vasion, It Is Said. 


- LONDON, Aug! 1 (AP).—The 
Norwegian News Agency asserted 
today that friction between the 


| Norwegian people and the German 


occupying forces was growing and 
that the Germans were showing 
uneasiness over the possibility of 
a British counter-invasion. 

The agency reported Joseph Ter- 
boven, the Nazi Commissioner for 
Norway, and high 8. 8S. officers 
and civilian experts had visited 
Bergen to look into an atmosphere 
of tension. 

The forced removal of Norwegi- 
an farmers was reported increas- 
ing in the southern coastal dis- 
trictS of Jaeren os Lister, where 
farm lands are being cleared for 
flying fields. 

In such cases, it was asserted, 
families were required to leave on 
short notice, taking along only the 
bare necessities and leaving be- 
hind cattle, farm equipment and 
furniture. 

It was stated that the whole 
of the local population had been 
cleared out of the harbor district 
of Kleven, near Mandal, and the 
old naval station at Melsomvik. 

Indignant Norwegians, continued 
the Norwegian agency, had dem- 
onstrated at Alesund, Kristian- 
sand and elsewhere. 

Posters and ~slogans ridiculing 
the Nazis became so common 
throughout Norway, it was stated, 
that special police “poster patrols” 
were created to get rid of them. 


German Marines Reported Stoned 
by Alesund Civilians. 

STOCKHOLM, Aug. 1 (AP).— 
The Scandinavian radio reported 
last night that it had received in- 
formation of a clash between Ger- 
man marines and civilians in the 
Atlantic coast port of Alesund, 
Norway. 

It said the incident occurred 
when Norwegians in the German- 
occupied port tried to halt depor- 
tation of about 70 hostages collect- 
ed in the city and its environs. 
They were to be taken away in a 
chartered steamer at a secret time, 
the radio said, but the populace 
learned the vessel would sail dur- 
ing the night and surrounded the 
detention center in a Masonic hall. 

When a deputy police chief ap- 
peared, the crowd demonstrated 
against him and he ordered all 


demonstrators arrested, including 


some elderly women, the radio re- 
ported, adding this reported se- 
quence of events: ' 

The crowds then tried to block 
the bridge leading to the water- 
front and the police official had 
to take refuge with German friends 
who called marines from Nazi war- 
ships to help. 

The marines were stomed and 
flailed with umbrellas by the 
crowds, particularly women, and 
fired pistols in the air. 

Fearful of bloodshed, Harald 
Roenneberg, a prominent citizen 
who was one of the prisoners, ap- 
pealed for order and told the riot- 
ers they could not help. He con- 
cluded by shouting, “Long live the 
King!” and asked the crowd to 
sing the royal anthem. 

Bareheaded, the throng sang the 
hymn, then opened their ranks to 
let the busses through to the pier, 
following them and singing Nor- 
wegian patriotic songs as the ship 
left. 

Then, the radio report concluded, 
the demonstrators besieged the po- 
lice station through the night, sev- 
eral times preventing the deputy 
chief from leaving. It said he re- 
mained there two nights and then 
left the city. 


WELSH MINERS REVERSE ACTION

Trouble in Argentina. 


When we add to this the fact 
that the Germans have chosen this 
moment to start a row with the 
strongest of the Spanish-Ameri- 
can nations, Argentina, and that 
the trouble has arisen over activi- 
ties of the German embassy at 
Buenos Aires which seem on the 
basis of available reports to be de- 
cidedly questionable the evidence 
grows stronger yet of a planned 
and timed political offensive. Cer- 
tainly the arrogance of the Ger- 
man Ambassador would have 
seemed ill-advised indeed at a time 
like this unless we are to assume 
some such purpose and plan; or it 
is possible that it springs from 
desperation and that the congres- 
sional investigators in Argentina 
will discover sensational truths 
from the Nazi papers and docu- 
ments they have impounded. 

Even this is not all; for it is re- 
ported that the Spanish Foreign 
Office has seen fit to send an 
identical memorial to all the na- 
tions of Latin America crying for 
a holy war against Communism 
in the name of a common culture 
and a common religion—in other 
words a war against Russia in Ger- 
many’s behalf. Whether Gen.

Any one of these incidents taken 
alone would have been suspicious; 
taken together, and: of almost si- 
multaneous occurrence, they form 
the most compelling of chains of 
circumstantial eviderce. Germany 
is engaging in political and psy- 
chological warfare against us in 
Latin America, hoping to prevent 
us from engaging in physical -war- 
fare in the North Atlantic. Thus 
again do we perceive the integrated 
character of total war, the impos- 
sibility of divorcing its purely mili- 
tary features from all its other 
aspects and departments. In this 
case, the remedy, the defense, is 
ready to our hand. Just as we 
seek to exclude our foe from bases 
whence he might attack us with 
airplanes, so also we must seek 
to exclude him from bases whence 
he may direct, or is actually direct- 
ing, other forms of attack against 
us.

F free speech not to degen- 
| erate into mere shouting and 
name-calling, we shall have to 
define this issue and debate it. For 
the right of every one to say any- 
thing he pleases is only the begin- 
ning, and it is not the end of free- 
dom of speech. The end and pur- 
pose of free speech is to arrive at 
the truth by a meeting of minds in 
open debate. If experience had not 
shown that by freedom men get at 
more of the truth and are able to 
reach truer conclusions for their 
actions than under despotism, the 
case for freedom of speech would 
not be impressive. 


That is why, as a matter of fact, 
a certain underlying disgust with 
liberty had developed in those 
countries—for example, in pre- 
Vichy France and in pre-Fascist 
Italy—where the press was cor- 
rupt, the parliament irrespénsible 
and demagogic, public utterance 
malicious, tricky and cunning. The 
right to freedom of speech did not 
produce honest debate which end- 
ed in practical decisions, and this 
failure of liberty, this spectacle of 
corruption, inanity and paralysis, 
caused men to lose faith in liberty 
and to defend it weakly, and wear- 
ily to surrender it. 


There is no lasting vigor in free- 
dom of speech unless men insist 
upon the virtue of free speech: un- 
less mere loud speaking, mere pub- 
lic uttering, mere broadcasting and 
declaiming are brought down to 
truth and reality by cross-examin- 
tion and debate. Issuing state- 
ments, delivering speeches, writing 
articles and then taking Gallup 
polls are not the whole of free 
speech: the fulfilment of freedom 
of speech is debate which compels 
the speaker to prove his case or 
change his position. 


‘ey America we are not having 
a debate: we are having a collision 
of vehemently uttered opinions. 
This collision arises from two dia- 
metrically opposed assumptions as 
to the reason why America is near- 
er and nearer to war. The one 
view is that the victories of Ger- 
many and Japan, their alliances 
and their intrigues and their pene- 
tration into various parts of the 
world, are compelling the United 
States to take increasingly strong 
measures for the defense of its 
vital interests. This is the view 
of the President and of his Cab- 
inet, which includes Mr. Stimson, 
who was the last Republican Sec- 
retary of State, and of Mr. Knox, 
who was the Republican candidate 
for Vice-President in 1936, and it 
is the view also of Mr. Willkie, who 
was the Republican candidate for 
President in 1940.

The German propaganaa thesis 
runs something like this: 


Even if the Soviets hold the 
Germans, or the United States 
throws its full weight into the 
war, the Germans can, if neces- 
sary, hold out for a long time and 
kill a great many tens of thou- 
sands of adversaries before be- 
ing definitely crushed. Accordingly, 
it is far better for the adversa- 
ries to come to terms and make 
a “negotiated peace.”

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AID TO RUSSIA. 


When Harry Hopkins, Lease-Lend Administrator 
and personal emissary of President Roosevelt, prom- 
ised Josef Stalin that the United States would send 
immediate aid to the Soviets, he fortified Russian 
morale in a way that could hardly be surpassed. To 
the Russians, supplies mean even more than men. 

However, to make this pledge fully effective, it is 
to be hoped that he pointed out the unavoidable lim- 
itations. To say that any enemy of Hitler is our 
friend is the practical truth—the truth that both the 
President and Winston Churchill, unlike some small- 
er men, have had the pragmatic wisdom to recog- 
nize. For the Russians to feel that they have the 
support of the great democracy of the Western 
world—and that it will be expressed in materials as 
well as words—cannot fail to hearten them. 

Yet this promise of aid can be a boomerang, if not 
made in the light of the realities of the world situa- 
tion. To promise supplies which cannot be delivered 
would be most disillusioning. Such a promise would 
be worse than no promise at all. 

And there are certain considerations which make 
supplies for Russia difficult. First of all, there is 
our pledge of aid to Britain. Even now, our produc- 
tion has not been stepped up sufficiently to meet 
all its demands, as well as those of our preparedness 
program. However, since Mr. Hopkins flew to Mos- 
cow from London, he probably had the assurance 
that Britain is willing to forego some munitions for 
the sake of the Russians. 

Then there is the problem of transportation. The 
Kremlin cannot be unaware of this. Much of the 
talk between Mr. Hopkins and Stalin no doubt was 
devoted to the consideration of means for overcom- 
ing it. And, of course, the man in the Kremlin is 
too hard-bitten a realist to expect the impos#ble. 

Yet a third difficulty is the disapprobation with 
which many Americans regard the Russian, regime. 
Unfortunately, many of these have not taken the 
cue of the President and Mr. Churchill. As a result, 
these people are more than ever arguing and explain- 
ing their uncompromising and undying opposition to 
all things Red. This can do as much to undermine 
Russian morale as Mr. Hopkins’ promise did to bol- 
ster it. 

What is worse, it tends to undermine the morale 
of American workers in the Battle of Production. 
They can hardly be expected to put forth their most 
enthusiastic efforts if they are constantly told that 
the beneficiary of their sweat and toil is, except 
for the accidental fact that he was attacked by Hit- 
ler, as bad as Hitler—or even worse.’ There is no 
place for bickering among those who face a common 
foe like Hitler. 

This does not mean that we must accept Com- 
munism. It does not mean that for the duration we 
should forget our ideological difference with Moscow. 
But we can put it on ice. Thfg attitude took Harry 
Hopkins to the Kremlin. If he did not make it the 
basis for over-promising, his visit was a real blow 
ragainst the Nazis. 
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VINDICATION FOR THE SCHOOLBOY. 

Shakespeare wrote about “the whining schoolboy 

. . creeping like snail unwillingly to school.” Hun- 
dreds of lesser lights since then have written dis- 
paragingly of the youthful student, who has become 
a. stock comedy figure in his alleged desire to play 
hooky at every opportunity, his malingering to avoid 
classes, his rejoicing over the teacher's illness and 
even a desire to burn down the schoolhouse. 

All this is a shameful-libel, according to the results 
of a survey just announced in New York. Of 436 
boys polled in the fourth, fifth and sixth grades, 80 
per cent like school, 13 per cent neither like nor 
dislike it, and only 7 per cent dislike it. Doubtless 
modern education methods have a lot to do with this. 
School is no longer conducted on a basis of cram- 
ming and tyranny, as in the Elizabethan era, but 
with careful attention to making every subject inter- 
esting. 

That old canard about the rebellious schoolboy 
ought to be banished to the limbo of threadbare jokes.

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. PROGRESS OF THE SEIZURE BILL. 

As the Senate has alréady approved the property 
seizure bill, the 14-to-4 favorable vote of the House 
Military Affairs Committee carries this far-reaching 
measure well along the way to enactment. Under the 
bill, the President would have the power to take 
over military or naval equipment, supplies or mu- 
nitions, or machinery, tools and “materials necessary 
for the making, servicing or operation of such equip- 
ment, supplies or munitions.” | 

That this bill proposes a sweeping grant of power 
to the chief executive is not to be argued. The 
authority which it would place in the President's 
hands is so great that in normal times and under or- 
dinary conditions, it would not be considered for a 
minute in a representative democracy, founded on 
freedom of enterprise. r 

But these are not normal times, as everyone knows§, 
The American people are having to accept a great 
many sacrifices as the price of their unprecedented 
defense program. Concentration of power in the 
hands of the executive, as the means to efficient and 
prompt action, is one of the items in this cost. 

Labor does not like the seizure bill, and doubtless 
likes even less the idea of presidential authority 
which underlies it. But labor cannot, in a defense 
emergency, afford to place itself in the position of a 
special pleader. The firm arm of the Fedetal Gov- 
ernment has seized young Americans, taken them 
from their homes and their work and placed them 
in army camps, for what appears now to be an in- 
definite stay. 

That same arm would be showing a grave weak- 
ness, perhaps a fatal one, if it could not reach out 
with equal authority and sureness and assure the pro- 
duction of defense materials where that production 
was threatened or interrupted. 
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A SENSIBLE’ INSURANCE REFUND LAW. 

The State general revenue fund will benefit by an 
amount that may reach $2,360,000, as the result of a 
bill signed yesterday by Gov. Donnell. The money 
represents excess fire insurance premiums, ordered 
refunded by the courts as a result of the 1922 liti- 
gation, whose lawful owners have not claimed it or 
cannot be found. The new law allows five more 
years for the filing of claims before ownership 
passes finally to the State. 

The move is a sensible one. Considering the long 
period that has elapsed and the fact that most of the 
refunds due are small, there would be no point about 
keeping the fund open indefinitely. If no owner 
appears, the State is clearly entitled to the money, 
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AMERICA NEEDS ITS TRANSPORT PLANES. 

American air lines “already are understood to have 
turned over 103 planes to Britain,” the Associated 
Press reported a few days ago. Twenty transport 
planes were sent May 21; these “filled the immedi- 
ate order.” On July 7, the air lines sent 12 ships, 
at the request of the United States Government, and 
were told that t2 more would be required Aug. 1. 
A few days ago, the latter instruction was canceled, 
to the great relief of air-line officials. 

An article in the current Scientific American points 
out the hardships that would follow transfer of more 
transport planes to Britain; not hardships upon the 
air lines primarily, but upon national defense, and 
also upon aid to Britain. Air travel is vital in 
speeding up transportation and communication in 
connection with the arms progranr. It is estimated 
that 60 per cent of plane passengers today are trav- 
eling .on some form of defense activity. Fed- 
eral officials, army and navy officers, arms plant 
representatives and labor mediators go by plane. 
Since airplane manufacture is now confined almost 
entirely to Government orders, transport craft sent 
to England could not be replaced for many months, 

It is not a matter of reducing aid to Britain, but 
of expediting it. As the Scientific American says 
in an editorial accompanying its article, granting the 
request for more of our commercial planes “would 
be as foolish as to tear up our railroad rails to fur- 
nish steel to our British friends.” 

The British are reported asking for more of the 
planes. We agree with the Scientific American: “The 
air transport system of the United States must be 
kept intact.” : 
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A NEW COUNTY HEALTH CENTER. 

The health problems of populous St. Louis County 
have been increased by the influx of workers to new 
and expanded defense works in that area. The 
County Court has taken a proper step in applying 
for $450,000 in Federal funds for construction of 
a health center on the County Hospital Grounds at 
Clayton. 

Although the hospital was opened only 10 years ago, 
its 200-bed capacity has been inadequate for some 
time. The projected health center, which will con- 
tain clinics, offices, conference and lecture rooms, 
laboratories and 80 additional beds, will provide fa- 
cilities in keeping with the demands on county health 
services. 


SIGN OF THE TIMES. 

The National Association of Football Commission- 
ers—the men who manage the Saturday afternoon 
college sports spectacle business—have gathered in 
Miami to do a little communal worrying about the 
effects of the defense program on their trade. 

According to all advance indications, there will 
not be many changes in their line next fall. Harvard 
vs. Yale, Northwestern vs. Notre Danie, Stanford vs. 
California, Washington vs. St. Louis and all the other 
time-tried items will be offered once more. About 
the only thing put of the usual will be bargain prices 
for men in uniform. 

But the commissioners are looking beyond the sea- 
son immediately ahead.

steady employment to more of our journey- 
man building tradesmen. 

This “no stoppage of work” agreement 
gained favorable publicity, both locally and 
nationally, for our building trades unions. 
It indicated a sincere and patriotic atti- 
tude on the part of organized labor to co 
operate with the defense program. 

Yet, while Secretary Church was in Wash- 
ington on other business, and while this “no 
stoppage of work” agreement was being ef- 
fectively used by Congressman John J.

was due to snap judgment on the part of 
the business agents as well as the equally 
hot-headed superintendent who fired the 
two water boys without first consulting 
with responsible labor representatives. As 
Secretary Church put it: “An agreement 
must work both ways; we must also have 
the co-operation of the employers.”

cil. It is customary for a local affiliated 
with the council, if it wants the council’s 
support, to consult with the Board of Busi- 
ness Agents before egy a strike.

The Silver Inflation Panacea Again 


From the New York World-Telegram. 


HE Government now has stored away in 

various vaults about 42,000 tons of silver 
bullion for which it has no earthly use. It 
is buying still more silver at 71.11 cents an 
ounce—far more than its price in world mar- 
kets—thus paying a handsome subsidy to a 
few Western mine owners. 

The silver-buying program ought to be 
stopped. The men and materials now pro- 
ducing silver ought to be turned to produc- 
tion for defense. Part of the surplus silver 
ought to be made available to substitute for 
industrial metals of which there are short- 
ages—for instance, to replace tin for lining 
cans. 

But the mere suggestion of such sensible 
action outrages the Senate silver bloc, 
headed by Oklahoma's Elmer Thomas. This 
bioc now asserts that the size and weight 
of the silver dollar may have to be reduced 
“to regulate the value of the dollar to that 
point where the people can meet” mounting 
debt and taxes—that “our large accumula- 
tion of gold and silver monetary metals will 
go a long way toward liquidating our na- 
tional obligations.” 

In other words, the Government should 
keep all its silver and continue to buy more, 
in order to help the people. But, now, would 


that help the people? 
wouldn't help them at all. 

Reducing the size and weight of the silver 
dollar would be a way of inflating the cur- 
rency. The less silver in a dollar, the more 
dollars. can be made ofma given amount of 
silver—or, since actual silver dollars have 
gone out of use in most parts of the coun- 
try, the more paper dollars can be issued. 
Senator Thomhs is riding his same old hob- 
by, the theory that prices should be raised 
by making money cheap and plentiful. 

But with prices already rising alarming- 
ly, with the threat of uncontrollable infla- 
tion through the defense program one of its 
biggest worries, this country has no more 
need for producing more inflation by manip- 
ulating silver than a drowning man has 
for a couple of anvils. 

The reason given by the silver Senators 
for continuing the silver-buying program 
turns out to be the most compelling reason 
why it should be abandoned at once.

Not Poo-Bahs, But 

~ Co-ordination of 
Effort the Urgent 
Need. _ 


_ By GEN. HUGH 8. JOHNSON 
R. CHURCHILL, like Mr. 
Roosevelt, shuns a production 
pooh-bah. . Both are right. 
After all the extreme stautory del- 
egations of emergency authority, 
‘the startling assumptions of au- 
thority in surprise executive orders 
and the nice refinements of care- 
fuly drawn organizational charts 
nothing really counts but the cali- 
ber of the men on the particular 
jobs, their ability, their unselfish- 
ness and their willingness to vork 
together under a common leader 
for a common national purpose. 

You can have the best paper 
plan that could be devised. With- 
out the proper men, it won't work. 
You can have the worst plan and, 
with the proper men, it will work. 
The answer, after all, isn’t any 
super prima-donna dominating sec- 
ondary prima donnae in separate 
cases. As Cnurchill says, God 
rarely, if ever, makes such a man. 

This isn’t to say that clear as- 
signments of authority and respon- 
sibility within particular fields are 
not necessary, or that prevention 
of conflicts and overlapping au- 
thority isn’t indispensable. It is 
simply to say that the selection of 
the proper men and some plan to 
integrate their efforts is supreme- 
ly necessary. 

I don’t know whether that has 
been done in Britain, as Mr. 
Churchill so passionately insists 
that it has been done. I only know 
that beyond the peradventure of 
doubt it has not been done here. 


Baruch Not a Poo-Bah. 


The specter of an _ industrial 
pooh-bah overshadowing both their 
positions seems to haunt both of 
these gentlemen. In this country 
the example of Mr. B. M. Baruch 
as the assumed .American pooh- 
bah seems to worry them both. 
Baruch never was a pooh-bah. 
Hoover had food. Garfield had 
fuel. McAdoo had transportation 
and finance and so forth. Price 
fixing, while it was housed with 
Baruch’s War Industries Board 
and the chief of that ‘board, Robert 
S. Brookings of St. Louis, also sat 
with the War Industries Board, 
was always an independent agency. 

The secret throughout that great 
success was interlocking boards 
with every war agency represent- 
ed on all the boards of other war 
agencies, but with each chairman 
in complete command subject only 
to appeal in case of conflict to 
the next higher board and a final 
appeal to the President. This sifted 
out 99 odd per-eent of complaints 
before they ever reached the Pres- 
ident, prevented all absurd con- 
flicts of action and centered and 
solidified the whole effort. 

This column, with whatever re- 
luctance, has anticipated and sup- 
ported most of the authorities the 
President has asked. Many of the 
arguments for them were first ad- 
vanced here—vast appropriations 
for mechanization, modernization 
and motorization of the army, se- 
lective service, extension of serv- 
ice, full -authority for priorities 
and price ceilings. 

But it has not and cannot sup- 
port the almost complete - failure 
of a reasonable and rational co- 
ordination of effort and it is be- 
ginning to be convinced that the 
most of the whole sprawling or- 
ganization of industrial effort has 
not produced and does not con- 
tain enough men of sufficient cal- 
iber to do their jobs and make the 
necessary combined effort. 


It’s Time to Snap Out. 


This is not to advance any pooh- 
bah. To repeat, both Mr. Churchill 
anc Mr. Roosevelt are right. God 
Almighty didn’t make any self- 
evident pooh-bah for such a job 
as this. | 

But American industry in the 
main has found means by organiza- 
tion and administration to get 
along without pooh-bahs and it is 
about time that American Govern- 
ment snapped out of its political

RECREATION CITY. 
CALLED ‘DEPLORABLE? 


Miss Dee Boeckmann Discusses 
Plans to Correct 
Situation. 


The “deplorable” state of recrea- 
tion in St, Louis and steps under 
way to correct it were discussed 
at a Downtown Kiwanis Club 
luncheon yesterday at Hotel Stat- 
ler by Miss Dee Boeckmann, noted 
woman athlete and recently ap- 
pointed recreation superintendent, 
the first woman to hold such po- 
sition in this country. : 

Miss Boeckmann cited the lack 
of recreation facilities and the in- 
fluence of politics in limiting effi- 
cient use of what St. Louis has. 
The city has 34 public recreation 
centers, whereas it needs 100, she 
declared; it has five community 
centers, but none properly serving 
the southwest and northwest areas. 

“St. Louis reaches only 64 per 
cent of white children and 34 per 
cent of Negro children in its sum- 
mer recreational activities,” -she 
pointed out, and added that sta- 
tistics are lacking to cover the 
slender winter prcgram, which is 
conducted in the five centers. 

“When people talk to me about 
politics, I talk about qualifica- 
tions,” she told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter. She said that political 
grounds alone would not be al- 
lowed to interfere with selection of 
able personnel; “all will have to 
take the Efficiency Board exami- 
nation.” It is known that she 
has refused to make appointments 
where abilities lay chiefly in poli- 
tics. 

She cited evening golf for adults, 
Red Cross sewing and swimming 
classes for women, the junior traf- 
fic school and other programs be- 
ing put into effect to increase rec- 
reation for children and extend it 
to—grown-ups. She plans to util- 
ize the good will of the community 
to supplement the recreation bud- 
get, she explained, seeking the 
services of volunteer workers, in- 
cluding. those who wish to train 
for permanent paid jobs.

SHFLL PLANT SITE 


Notifies Senator Lucas 
$40,000,000 Loading 
Works Will Be Situated 
at Crab Orchard Lake. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 1 (AP).— 
The War Department notified Sen- 
ator Lucas (Dem.), Illinois today 
that it had selected a 20,000-acre 
site on Crab Orchard Lake in| 
Southern llilnois for a bomb and 
sheil joading plant estimated to 
cost $40,000,000, including the pur- 


chase of land. 

Earlier in the day Lucas was 
notiifed that President Roosevelt 
had approved the plant. 

The War Department told Lucas 
the piant would employ between 
6000 and 7000 persons a day in 
peak operation. The announce- 
ment said it would be known as 
the Illinois Ordnance Plant. 

The site, the announcement said, 
wi!l occupy the regions around the 
north, south and east portions of 
the lake, about eight miles east of 
Carbondale. 

Lu¢as was informed that the 
plant would constitute a complete 
unit for loading shells and bombs. 

The Crab Orchard Lake site had 
been/ mentioned for a land and sea 
base, a base for manufacturing 
munitions, a testing ground for 
munitions and as the site of a 
powér plant. 

Its original purpose, as  an- 
mourced by the Federal Govern- 
ment, was to develop for recrea- 
tion, water conservation, forestry 
and, pasture an area unsuited to 
cultivation. More than 100 con- 
deminatiom suits were filed in the 
acqiisition of more than 550 tracts 
of Jand involving 35,316 acres for 
the project. 

At various times the lake has 
been called a “frog pond” and a 
“m@osquito breeder.” The removal 
of bodies from cemeteries in the 
lake bed was required because the 
land was flooded. 

Proponents contended the lake 
afforded southern Illinois its first 
adequate water supply, an essen- 
tial for a new industry. 

Within 40 miles of its shores live 
200,000 persons and the percentage 
of the population on relief roles in 
some of the counties rank among 
the highest in the State.

of the Russian-German war in 
contrast with the widespread feel- 
ing at the start of the invasion 
more than five weeks ago that a 
Nazi victory was inevitable and 
probably would come swiftly. 

Nevertheless, officials with ac- 
cess to the most authoritative 
available data showed a guarded 
inclination to favor German 
chances for further smashing tri- 
umphs this summer. These victo- 
ries, however, conceivably might 
not decide whether Hitler’s sol- 
diers would be able to beat down 
Red army resistance before unfa- 
vorable fall weather sets in. The 
officials, who declined to be quot- 
ed by name, emphasized this last 
point. 

The Germans, according to re- 
ports, have shown some of the 
same facility for extricating their 
forces from tight places as they 
exhibited in earlier campaigns 
which met with far less difficul- 
ties. One report told of an en- 
circled unit which was reinforced 
so vigorously that it became the 
spearhead of a new Salient, 


Reckless of Life. 


The Nazi army has shown the 
samie willingness as in France, the 
Balkans and Crete to _ sacrifice 
men and arms to gain objectives, 
it was noted. 

Officials concerned with - tech- 
nical military aspects of the vast 
conflict expressed particular in- 
terest in these reports: 

The Russians claim an early and 
almost complete elimination of 
parachute and air-borne infantry 
attacks, such as the Nazis used 
with success in Crete and pre- 
sumbaly have been perfecting for 
a possible attempt to invade Eng- 
land. 

About half the credit was given 
to the policy of arming peasants, 
turning them into guerrilla fight- 
ers using tactics such as the Brit- 
ish home guards have practiced 
on an organized and _ extensive, 
scale. 


Anti-Tank Guns. 


The Russians also have present- 
ed evidence in support of a claim 
to perfection of anti-aircraft de- 
fenses. They likewise contend 
their anti-tank defenses are better 
than any the Nazi panzer divisions 
have yet faced. 

The detailed reports made evi- 
dent that the Germans, too, have 
developed an extremely efficient 
anti-tank defense. Because of it 
Nazi infantry has been able fo 
score heavy gains in the Ukraine 
even though faced with superior 
Red army armored units. 

The official reports tend to con- 
firm Berlin claims that a number 
of Red army divisions have been 
identified as originally a part of 
the Far Eastern forces. Possibly 
10 such divisions have been moved 
westward over the trans-Siberian 
railway, leaving some 40 infantry, 
cavalry and mechanized divisions 
to face the Japanese. An undeter- 
mined number of an original force 
of about 2400 warplanes in the 
Far East likewise has been trans- 
ferred.

Diehl and George Bruns, Granite 
City bartender, are in jail here, 
charged with the bombing of an 
oil line of the Texas Empire Pipe 
Line Co. They were named also 
in a conspiracy indictment with 
Lorton, three other union buisness 
agents, and six minor defendants. 

Suprunowski and McConkey did 
not deny that they had offered 
money to the Sheriff and State’s 
Attorney to permit them to sign 
Diehl’s bond. 

The State’s Attorney said they 
wanted to post as surety the same 
property they had listed in sign- 
ing Lorton's bond. Investigation 
showed, he said, that their total 
equity in that property was $19,800, 
and that they listed itg value as 
“in excess of $40,000.” 

Bruns has been questioned in 
the investigation of the unsolved 
murder of George J. Appleton who 
was found shot to death in Octo- 
ber, 1936 beside an electrical trans- 
mission tower in St. Louis Coun- 
ty. Bruns, too, is a former con- 
vict,

would be forcibly ejected. They 
find natural allies in pacifist, ap- 
peaser or anti-Bolshevik circles. 
They are able to make what seems 
like a “Christian appeal.” 

Why is Berlin encouraging such 
stories? First, because the Ger- 
mans are no longer sure of vic- 
tory; second, it is believed here, 
because once the intoxication of 
victory passed, they suddenly 
realized how, by their treatment 
of conquered nations, they have 
built up from one end of Europe 
to the other such a thirst for ven- 
geance as no nation has awakened 
for centuries. 


At Work on U. S. 


For this reason, many here be- 
lieve, the Germans already are 
trying to work on the Americans, 
the people who will, if they desire, 
have the last word as to the peace 
terms when the Nazis are defeat- 
ed. Some observers even think 
they see a certain opposition be- 
tween the recent press statements 
of Britain’s Anthony Eden and of 
Sumner Welles, the former making 
it clear that the Germans cannot 
possibly escape responsibility for 
Hitler’s behavior, the latter imitat- 
ing Woodrow Wilson in seeking to 
drive a wedge between Hitler and 
the German people. 

The real controversy, if it exists, 
would seem to be as to whether 
Hitler is the true representative 
of the Germans, or whether he is 
a sort of German sickness which 
can be organically eliminated. 
Most students in Washington agree 
that the Germans actually fight- 
ing, the men from 20 to 28 years 
old, are pretty thoroughly soaked 
in Nazi theory. Others assert that 
Germany cannot again be trusted 
for a generation. 

There are conflicting theories 
which occupy thoughtful people 
here. Meanwhile, this new type of 
German propaganda is a fact. It 
seems to prove that the Nazis have 
begun to doubt.

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U.S. SUGAR HOARDERS 
SENDING PRICES UP 


Three Quota Increases Fail to 
Check Buying——U. S. May 
Take Drastic Action. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 1 (AP).— 
American consumers have engaged 
in another sugar-hoarding spree. 
Despite Government assurances 
that supplies were ample, officials 


said housewives, candymakers, 
manufacturers of other products 
requiring sugar, wholesalers and 
retailers had bought sugar at a 
record-breaking rate this year to 
build up reserve stocks. 

This heavy buying had one nat- 
ural result—a sharp rise in prices. 
Today those prices are the highest 
since the beginning of the war in 
1939, when a similar epidemic of 
hoarding led the Government to 
act to check the advance. Raw 
sugar is quoted at about $3.60, 
duty-paid basis, a hundred pounds 
at New York. 

Department of Agriculture offi- 
ciale consider present prices ex- 
cessive. Under a control law, the 
department has the pdwer to say 
how much sugar may be marketed 
in this country in any year, and 
to divide this quantity among va- 
rious producing areas under a quo- 
ta system. By increasing or re- 
ducing the quotas, it is usually 
able to influence prices. 

When -it became evident that 
consumers were buying far beyond 
their current needs, the depart- 
ment increased the quotas. It 
hoped this action would at least 
halt the advance. However, prices 
kept going up. Again it increased 
the quotas. Further advances fol- 
lowed. A third. and very large 
increase in quotas was made this 
week. This increase, like its pred- 
ecessors, had little or no effect 
on prices. 

Officials said the Government 
might have to repeat its action 
of 1939. At that time President 
Roosevelt, acting under authority 
of the Sugar Law, suspended the 
quota system, thereby removing all 
import and marketing restrictions. 
A suspension of quotas, by per- 
mitting Cuba and domestic beet 
sugar producers to sell large sur- 
pluses, might cause prices’ to 
drop below levels at which hoard- 
ing consumers bought, officials 
said, thus pepalizing them.

Laugh with him, then take time 
out to plan for his occupation.

The things in the bureau 
drawer, and the way it opens and 
closes, are so much a matter of 
course to you that they do not 
interest you in the least.

To this child the drawer, the 
things in it, the colors, the feel 
of them, the looks of them as they 
lie about on the floor, the fun of 
getting them there are intensely 
interesting.

erable ability. In St. Louis this 
past week, French did no bayon- 
eting Or jul-jitsuing but he did doa 


bit of orating on what he calls his » 


favorite subject these days—build- 
ing the nation’s physical stamina 
in a defense emergency. 

“We like to think of our na- 
tion as the best fed of all na- 
tions,” French explains, “and yet 
the truth is that we are only part- 
ly right. Brigadier General Lewis 
B. Hershey, deputy director of se- 
lective service, gave us the facts 
recently in a report on the condi- 
tion of the young men called up 
for physical ‘examinations. He re- 
vealed that no less than 150,000 
have been rejéctec for disabilities 
traceable largely to oné causé—an 
improper dfet. And remember, 
these 150,000 young men should 
have been among our healthiest 
citizens.” 

Armed with facts and figures 
on the physical health of the Unit- 
ed States, French stresses the “na- 
tionwide deficiency in nutrition” 
by citing such statistics as those 
of the United States Department 
of Agriculture. The department 
claims that 45,000,000 Americans, 
both men and women, are below 
the safety line of diet, 

“And,” says Erench,” this is in 
spite of the advances made in the 
science of nutrition in the Jast 
decade.” 

INO swive: chair expert on the 
subject, French has spent 20 years 
in the field of food marketing. 
For 10 years he did research work 
for the United S‘ates Department 
of Agriculture, studying food dis- 
tribution, consumer preferences, 
costs, terminal requirement:; and 
other pertinent subjects. For the 
past 10 years he has been national 
marketing director of the Atlantic 
Commission Company, produce- 
buying affiliate of the Great At- 
lantic and Pacific Tea Company, 
And out of these 20 years of re- 
earch and experience he has 
formed his own ideas on feeding 
the nation adequately and food 
distribution in an emergency. 

“The experts say that these 45,- 
000,000 Americans who are below 
the safety line of diet should con- 
sume 35 per cent more eggs, 15 
per ceut more butter and 20 per 
cent more milk,” French explains. 
“These authorities have also de- 
termi: 2 that Americans should 
eat at least twice as many green 
vegetables and fruits and at least 
70 per cent more tomato*s, oranges 
and grapefruit then we are eat- 


ing. 


-~.0W, why dont these millions 
of our people eat more fruits and 
vegetables? The answer to this 
question gives up the key to the 
problem of building the nation’s 
physical stamina in the defense 
« 1ergency. 

“There are two principal causes 
for the reduced consumption of 
these vitamin-bear'ng foods. First, 
these foods too often are offered 
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SYMBOL OF VITAMINS AS WELL AS VICTORY, 


to the consumer at prices beyond 
his reach. Yet farmer’s prices 
are not excessive. On the contrary 
his returns in many instances have 
been unprofitable. Something is 
lacking in the system of trans- 
ferring fruits and vegetables 
across the gap from farm to table. 
That something is efficiency. Be- 
fore reaching the consumer, too 
much of our food must pass through 
too many hands and bear too high 
handling costs. Many of these in- 
between stages, still a part of our 
system, have long since outlived 
their usefulness. They merely 
tend to slow up the flow and 
increase its costs to the consum- 
er.” 

Another reason for the fact that 
there are 45,000,000 under-par-in- 
health Americans in this land of 
plenty, French believes, lies in 
the fact that many of us simply 
don’t know what a good, balanced 
meal is. 

“Many American families,” he 
says, “subsist principally on salt 
pork and corn and too few are 
building their diets around fruits 
and vegetables. It follows that in 
order to improve the eating habits 


of our people, two major steps are 
necessary. First: The education 
of the public—particularly the 
housewives who cook most of our 
food. Second: Wide application of 
efficient distribution methods 60 
as to bring the cost of proper 
foods within the range of every 
American family, rich or poor.” 

As marketing head of the Atlan- 
tic Commission Co., French spends 
most of his time these days 
preaching his mass _ distribution 
theme that a straight line is the 
most economical distance between 
two points. He ‘works directly 
with such producing groups as 
Louisiana strawberry growers and 
Maine potato raisers. 

“But,” he says, “although effi- 
ciency in distribution can be at- 
tained eventually, in order for the 
best system of distribution to do 
its full job in helping to build the 
public health, it must have as a 
companion the vast educational 
program aimed at changing the 
eating habits of our people.”
